THE MARKET WORKING DOWN. 
The market certainly appears to be working 
downward. Whether this be an effect of oper- 
ations by the large operators who desire to buy 
stocks cheaper, or whether from people who 
bold stocks selling out, or whether both causes 
are combined, ig a matter of conjecture, The 
fact remains that prices sag. The news which 
comes out about railroad affairs is calculated 
to make them. Such a change as has come 
over affairs within three weeks is surprising. 
When the West Shore settlement was spoken 
of here some weeks ago, it was said that rail- 
road earnings were poor, and the through busi- 
ness of the reads promised little 
improvement; but that Wall 
while conceding the 
hopes springing from the new arrangements 
under way. The various companies appeared 
to be earnestly working toward harmony, 
through rates frum Chicago had been put up to 
20 and 25 cents, and a general spirit of con- 
Oillauon appeared to inform the railroad world. 
Today the whole thing seems to have worked 
backward, and we are in some respects worse 
off than before. The rates from Chicago have 
declined to figures unheard of before this, the 
open rate on 8 and provisions alike having 
dropped to and 10 cents. The Pennsyi- 
vania hanread appears disinclined to do 
anything toward reorganizing the pools, and 
has got into a tangle about the Beech Creek & 
South Pennsylvania transfers. In fact that 
business is really in bad shape, for it bas run 
into State politics. The proposed transfers 
have become a political question, and if there 
is one thing more than another calculated to 
make railroad managors’ hair cur! it is to have 
some important matter relating to their cor- 
poration get into politics and be made a polit- 
ical question. It brings into play all sorts of 


. forces over which they have only a slippery 


control or possibly none at ail. 

WEST SHORE AND NEW YORK CENTRAL. 

The only thing, therefore, which so far has 
actually been done toward settling the trunk- 
line difficuities is the acquirement of the West 
Shore Road by the New York Central and the 
restoration of local rates on these roads. 
Rverything else is in chaos and through busi- 
ness is more demoralized than ever before 
known. This is certainly not what was looked 
for by the people who bought large amounts 
of the trunk-line securities in anticipation of 
a general settlement, with general restoration 
of rates and maintenance of the same. It is 
stated that some of these people have been 
dropping their holdings on the market lately, 
and the story is very likely true. 

How it comes that the machinery recently 
started in motion at such great cost should 
have worked so badly is not easy to trace out, 


but it is certain there have been some power- - 


ful obstructive forces at work. Mr. Gould, as 
is well known, was left out of the combination. 
Bis power as a constructive agency in such a 
matter may be limited, but his obstruction 
power is not readily calcujated. It takes many 
spokes to enable a wheel to turn, but one 
stout one inserted in the right way suffices to 
bring it to a dead stop. 
GOULD AS A BEAR. 

There is no attempt to disguise the fact that 
Mr. Gould is a bear on the market and thinks 
prices have gone too high for the conditions of 
railroad business. United witn him in this 
opinion ure several large operators of great 
power in the street. They dwell on the 
wretched condition of the coal trade, which 
has brought the soundest and best-managed of 
the coal companies—the Lehigh Valley—down 
to 4 per cent dividends; on the short wheat 
crop, coincident with light demand for the 
grain abroad and extraordinarily low prices 
for it; and especially on the small earnings of 
the railroads. There they have the strongest 
kind of argument, for the reports show the earn- 
ings to be most discouraging from a dividend 
point of view. They say that general business 
certainly shows signs of improvement, but 
argue that the recent great rise in the stock 
market bas been based not so much on that as 
on expectations which bave so far been very 
imperfectly realized. It would be contrary to 
the usual experience of the street f a com- 
bination of such powerful operators working 
to produce adownward movement of prices did 
not finally effect their object; therefore. unless 
there is a — in their plans, it is reasona- 
bie to expect that the market for the present 
will tend to depression. 


AS TO THE FUTURE. 

If small traders could only know at what 
level these big guns may think prices are low 
enough to start another tag tu they 
could make a vile of money. tied. wit 
come certainly from some — and it ia pein 
tain that general business does show signs of 
improvement. The argument has been gravely 

urged that the late rise in the price of raliroad 
securities bas been the cause of it.

The accompanying diagram represents the 


relative positions of the principal fixed stars that 
‘appear to be in the neighborhood of the great 
nebula of Andromeda, which was noticed about 
‘ten days agoto have materially changed in 


aspect. The stars are in the eastern part of 
the evening sky, pretty well up towards the 
zenith about 10 o'clock. The group 
in the upper left is Cassiopeia, or 
the Lady in her Chair, and the 


| stars below, on the left, belong to the constel- 


lation Perseus. The larger group to the ‘right 
is Andromeda, marked by an oblique line of 
three prominent stars, léttered as Alpha, Beta, 
and Gamma, reading in Hebrew fashion from 
right towards the left. The middle one, Beta, 
is the lowest of a nearly perpendicular line of 
three stars, the upper one of which is Nu, and 
the nebula lies a very little to the upper rigut 
trom the last-named star. The place of the 
nebula is marked by a small circle on the dia- 
gram. It is very easily seen with the naked 
eye on a clear night, and appears to have 
been known as early as the tenth century, 
or some 600 years before the invention 
of the telescope. It is very large, its length 
being more than four times the apparent 
breadth of the full moon, and it has been 
roughly estimated that a flash of lhghtning, 
moving something less than 190,000 miles per 
second, would occupy three months in travers- 
ing the immense space that is filled by its 
length. We have, however, no means of deter- 
mining ite distance from us, and cannot there- 
fare say positively much about ita size. Sir 
Ichn Herschel made a guess that its distance 
could not much exceed 2,000 times that of 
Sirius, and we now know that star to be re- 
moved from us more than a million times as 
far as our distance from the sun. 

We need noc repeat what has already been 
published in reference to the newly-discovered 
condensation of light neur the centre of this 
famous nebula, except to say that the phenom- 
enon is beheved to be due to the appearance of 
a new star in the sky. But it may be interest- 
ing to state that the nebula was iong since sup- 
posed to be variable, changing its central 
brigbtness at stated intervals, as some 
of the fixed stars do. The astronomer Simon 
Marius described it in 1612 as being marked in 
the centre by a duil, pale light, his words be- 
ing: “In centro est lumen obtusum et pal- 
lidum.“ In 1749 Le Gentil observed the nebula, 
and directed attention to the fact that he was 
unabie to agree with Marius in regard tq the 
central condensation. He was, however, 
able to perceive it in 1767-58, and 
then argued that the nebula must be 
variable, though Suggesting that the 
phenomenon might perhaps be partly ex- 
plained by referring it to the difference in the 


servers. In 1826 Sir John Herschel described 
itas without any well defined disc in the 
centre, but that the brightness suddenly ac- 
quires a great accession, so as to offer the ap- 
pearance of a nipple as it were in the middle, of 
very small diameter but totally aevoid of any 
distinct outline, so that it is impossible to say 
precisely where the nucleus ends and the 
nebula begins.” This appearance was con- 
firmed ten years after, by Dr. Lamont of 
Munich, who gave the diameter of the nucleus 
as about seven seconds ofarc. In 1847 George 
P. Bond, then assistant at the (United States) 
Cambridge Observatory, made a thorough ex- 
amination of the nebula, and gave a very 
fine drawing, a copy of which is in the 
possession of the writer of this article; An 
examination of the nebula through the big 
telescope. at the . Dearborn. Observato- 
ry shows a seventh magnitude star pear 
the nucleus, that star not being noted on the 
Bond drawing, nor on the smaller sketch given 
by Arago. The appearance ot this star has 
nothing to do with the question of the varia- 
bility of the nucleus; and probably the star 
has nothing to do with the nucleus itself—ex-

ay be many m s of miles distant from 


the aggregauon of gas or star-dust which 
makes up what we call the nucieus of the neb- 
ula. 

It is only logical to infer that there is really 
a change going on all the time in the nebula, 
which would be apparent to us if we had the 
means of watching it with sufficieat closeness. 
Analogically we are almost forced to the con- 
clusion that the nebuia..has motion on 
an axis, if not one of transiation through 
space, and, as the object is evidently 
irregular in form, there must be a con- 
‘tinuous change in the phase presented to 
us.

Whether its variability be due to alteration of 
distanée, to rotation on an axis, or to change 
in the actual intensity of ite Light is a problem 
yet to be solved. 


THE NEW STAR IN ANDROMEDA. 
Boston Advertiser: There is one counterpart, 
and only one, in astronomical history to the 
recent phenomenon of the nebula in An- 
dromeda. That is the compact nebula or 
cluster of stars in the constellation Scorpio, 
which was discovered by Messier about 1760. 
It was called by him a nebula without stars, 
but Sir William Herschel found it to be a rich 
condensed mass of stars of the fourteenth 
magnitude. In most telescopes it ap pears 
simply as a pale cometary-lookinga object, and 
remained so up to 1859. May 21 of that year 
there was found oy Auwers a bright seventh 
magnitude star, which appeared so suddenly 
that Auwers was certain that nothing of the 
kind was visible three days previous. The 
same phenomenon was discovered indépen- 
dently in England by Pogson May 28. He was 
startied to und this star, and from bis descrip- 
tion it appears to bave been somewhat fainter 
than when Auwers found it, By June 10, 1859, 
this stellar object had entirely disappeared, 
and the nebula resumed its usual diffused 
appearance. The phenomenon whicn has now 
been discovered in the nebula of Andromeda 
appears to be an exact repetition of this 
earlier one—especially as in both eases the 
nebula presents to the spevtroscope & con- 
tinuous spectrum—that is to say, such u 
spectrum as light coming from solid incandes- 
cent matter ehows, there being nothing 
gaseous about it. Since 1869 the nebula in 
Scorpio has been closely watched, and Mr. 
Chandler, of Harvard College Observatory, has 
observed it with special reference to the 
reaiscovery of this star, but it never has ap-

A NEW ASSOCIATION FORMED TO PREVENT 


RATE-CUTTING. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 13.—/|Special.]—For 
some time there has been a strong feeling 
among the passenger agents belonging to the 
Southern Railway & Passenger Association in 
favor of perfecting an arrangement or agree- 
ment by which the passenger business can be 
controlled in the same way that the freight 
business is managed. The successful manner 
in which this department of railroad business 
is controlled by the assogiation has suggested 
that the passenger business can be bandied in 
the same manner, if an association of passen- 
ger agents can be organized to take charge 
of it. At the last meeting of the South- 
ern Railway & Steamship Association, held in 
New York, this subject was generally discussed. 
The representatives of the lines who manifest 
interest in the matter stated that they were 
not only willing to go into an agreement to 
prevent rate-cutting, but advocated going ſlur- 
ther and pooling, the passenger business, just 
as the freight business is pooled. At a more 
recent meeting in Atlanta a committee was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the matter and get 
up a report to be presented to the association 
at a meeting to be called as soon as the com- 
mittee was ready to submit its findings. It is 
understood that the committee has prepared a 
very interesting paper. The association bas 
been called by Commissioner Powers to meet 
at the Windsor Hotel in New York the lith 
inst, when the committee will submit its re-

A ROAD TO BE TAKEN OUT OF THE 
HANDS OF A RECEHIVEK BY AN ASSESS8- 
MENT. 

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch from Worcester says that George M. 
Rice of that city, who took Jay Gould's place 
on the Board of Directors of the New York & 
New Kugland Railroad ten years ago, was in- 
terviewed in regard to. the proposed plan for 
taking the road out of the hands of a receiver. 
He said the pian is to come from the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Directors and will 
be laid before the full board later in the month. 
The committee propose to ask the holders of 
common stock to provide for such portion 
of the debts as canuot be extinguished 
with preferred stock by a cash contribution 
of $10 ber share. This contrivution would be 
a virtual assessment, although its payment 


would be entirely voluntary. Mr. Rice thinks 


many stockholders wouid be wililiug to pay. 
He is bimselt entirely willing to do so, and has 
been ready to do something of the sort for a 
long time. Those who pay this $10 per share 
areto be entitied to exchange their common 
for preferred stock, which is to be created for 
the purpose; and tney are to hold their com- 
mon stock to protect their equity. The amount 
of the floating debt has been stated as $2,120,- 
000. This is oo high a figure, Mr. Rice says. 
The floating debt will not exceed $1,400,000. 
With this wiped out, ena the property in the 
hands of the corporation again, Mr. Rice is 
confident that the road could easily pay its 
fixed charges if not more. 


FREIGHT MOVEMENT AT INDIANAPOLIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 13.—| Special. |— 
The train records show that last week there 
were 402 less loaded cars bandied at this point 
than during the previous week. 
Line and indiana, Bloomington & Western 
drop behind in their east-bound movement, 
while the Cincinnati, Hamiiton & Inaianapolis 
and the Cincinnati, St. Louis & Pittsburg show 
a slight increase. There is more old corn going 
forward than ten days ago, while shipments of 
oats have fallen off largely.

The jess favorable 
exhibit this year is ina great measure due to 
the lighter movement of lumber and coal, more 
especially the former. Not for yeurs have 
shipments of lumber been as light as in 1888. 
Local business through August and thus far 
in September bas been beavier than in either 
of the three preceding years at the correspona- 
ing period. At nearly ail the city freight 
depots clerks and platform-men are working 
nightly, overtime, and Sunday as well, and that 
tariff rates are nearer adbered to this year is, 
witbout doubt, true. The total number of cars 
that passed through this city during the week 
was 20.112, of which 4,555 were empty, making 
the decrease from the previous week 1,410 cars.

days to be observed Uy public authority, We 
therefore call upon all of our fellow-citizens, irre- 
spective of their religious opinions, to aid us in ob- 
taining these requirements of justice. 

Third—Tnhat the object of free thought is to ex- 
tend the beaign influence of ence, to cultivate 
the spirit of traternity, to aid in the triumph of 
peace, to remove brute force, and to inaugurate a 
government which shall express the mora? power 
of an enlightened reason.

tistics from each place showed me that at times 
cold weather would prevent my remaining out 
of doors, I sought Florida, and made a study 
as to the locality therein to settle, My friend, 
Dr. William Bradner of Warwick, Orange 
County, N. T., advised my temporarily stop- 
ping at Gainesville, in the interior, until 1 
could find a suitabie place. I finally located at 
Fairbanks, seven miles east of Gainesville, a 
description of which I will presently give. 

Being anxious, as ate all others whe coine to 
Florida, to make a grove, I conceived the idea 
of taking my horse and wagon, driving from 
Fairbanks to Fort Myers, and examining the 
vountry east and west, with the purpose of 
finding the best possibie point for orange-rais- 
ing and, at the same time, bealth. I left Fair- 
banks April 16, camping along the route, and 
traveled to Fort Myers and back again—a dis- 
tance of over 600 miles altogether—stopping 
bere and there along the route to reconnoitre. 
My examination resulted as rollows: 


THE FRUITFUL CAUSE OF SICKNESS. 

My first point of any importance was Nican- 
opy. one of the oldest towns in Florida, quite 
prettily located on sand-hilis and surrounded 
by old orange groves in exellent condition. 
To a stranger not posted—one lookmg simply 
tor orange groves—the place would have been 
pleasing to the sight: but as I entered the 
town, and even two or three mies before 
reaching it, the whole beauty was spoiled by 
masses of rotten limestone—one of the great- 
est causes of sickness found in Fiorida. In 
town the oid inhabitants are sallow, yellow, 
bloated, and transparent. 

I moved on, finding nothing of interest until 
I crossed the Withiacoochee, at the head of 
Cnaricy-Apopka Lake. There the land became 
rolling, the soil darker and better, the timber 
heavier, and the foliage biacker, showing that 
the soil contained more nourishing qualities. 
But what of remittent intermittent, and ty- 
phoid fevers? Plenty of them—caused by the | 
praximity of the lake, its hammock, and stag- 
nant waters. : ö 

Twenty miles further down, along the bor- 
bers of this halt mars, halt lake, I reached 
Fioral City, which then promised to be one of 
the prettiest and most toriving points in South 
Fiorida. Now the probability is it will remain 
at a standstill, owing, as 1 said before, to its 
being. built on the edge of that producer of 
sickness, Chariey-Apopka Lake. 

I next traveied .southwest for twelve miles 
over a fine-appearing, billy country to the very 
pretty Town of Brooksville—no Jonger pretty 
to my eye, owing to the rotten limestone, 
which is to be found in great abundance. The 
soil is good for trees and crops, but the people 
—how they shake! 

I next came to Dade City, a place that the 
land speculators have been booming consider- 
ably during the last year; why, I cannot see, 
for, next to Fort Myers, of which I shall speak, 
Dade City bas the worst limewater and more 
ponds in its vicinity than any place I saw along 
the whole route, while the people have chilis 
upon hills. 

From Dade City I followed the wire road to- 
wards Tuckertown—a place. that is yet to have 
its day. The country is rolling and compara- 
tively free from malaria, ‘but not entirely, 
owing to the stagnant pools in the viciuity. 
There 
was no limestone that I could see. I was favor- 
ably impressed with the place, both from the 
quality of its orange lands and its health. Land 
is selling from $25 to $100 per acre. 

From Tuckertown, still following the wire 
road for fifteen miles, I reached a telegraph 
station, around the vicinity of which I found 
fine black vegetable soil, bigh, dry land, and 
only a scattering of limestone and damm 
Land is selling at from $15 to $50. + 

Six miles further on, over a very fine coun- 
try, I entered the young, growing, beautiful 
Town of Lakeliand—much che handsomest place 
in South Florida—with very littie bammock 
around the shores of the lake. I shouia judge 
Lakeland and its immediate vicinity would be 
a healthy place, as far as malarial form of dis- 
euse is concerned, and, in spite of the high 
figure placed upon the lands, will undoubtedly 
grow to be one of the largest, ii 
not the largest, towns in South Florida. 
Town-lots sell from $500 to $1,000, and land two 
miles from town brings $100 per acre. This, of 
course, is absurd for à poor man, or even for 
one of moderate means. Were some of our 
wealthy invalids to make Lakeland a winter 
residence instead of the region of the St. Johns, 
which they well know to be full of maiariai 
disease in all its types, they would be better 
pleased with the climate of Florida and would 
return bome in afar more satisfactory conai- 
tion, as far as a robust state is concerned, 


GOOD PLACES TO AVOID. 

Leaving Lakeland, the country was beautiful 
and rolling, with lakes on every side, until I 
reacbed Bartow, or rather within two miles of 
Bartow—another growing town that is being 
boomed. I can say no more for it, except I 
would advise allto examine closely its wuters 
before settling. The country between Bartow 
and Fort Meade is full of limestone, unhealthy, 
and wet in a great many places. Fort Meade 
itself would be a beautiful little place if its in- 
habitants were a littie more generous in the 
cultivation and fertilizing of their groves. It 
cannot be what is called healthy because of its 
ciose proximity to the bammocks of Pease 
Creek and of its limewater. There may de 
spots along this route over which I and 
further on towarde Pine Level, the uty 
seat of Manatee County, that are free from 
limestone, limewater, and other malaria pro- 
ducers. I looked closely, but was unable to 
nud them, and I should consider myself as 
taking a great deal of risk by locating there. 

Pine Level, sixty miles below Fort Meade, is 
dead—perfectly dead. How the few, forlorn- 
looking people now living there manage to ex- 
ist leannot see. They certainly cannot lve 
on one another: that draining process must

FAIRBANKS.

Fairbanks, It is a welkknown fact that where 


you have beat, moisture, and decayed vegeta- 
bie matter there you will uud melaria. At 


bammocks, no limestone— 

yet found that I believe would produce ma- 
laria—within two or three miles of the town. 
Still I have seen two or three cases here, but 
whether tne disease was contracted here or on 
the St. Johns River, or on Cnarley-Apopka 
Lake, where the people had recentiy been, I 
am unable to say. One thing I do know: the 
trouble soon yielded to treatment and bas not 
since returned. 

Fairbanks is a small town situated on the 
Transit Branch of the Florida Railway & Navi- 
gation Company, about seven miles east of 
Gainesville. It is the highest point on the 
Transit Road. The land is pine barren, hign 
and dry, and well adapted to otange and vege- 
table raising. Some fine groves there 
and in its vicinity ‘speak weil 
the place, but that is neither here nor 
there, except to those wishing to make invest- 
ments in lands or homes. Lam now speaking 
particularly to those who are affected with 
phthisis or chronic bronchitis. I am not here 
to buy or sell land, but simply to conquer, if 
possible. my disease-——phthisie-—and re- 
turn home, and certainly from my present rug- 
ged condition I bave a fair prospect of doing so, 

Iam convinced that all cases of phthisis, not 
too far advanced—especially those in the pri- 
mary stage—and all cases of chronic bronchitis 
will be greatly benefited, it not cured, by com- 
ing here—foliowing my footsteps. 7 

My rule bas been to remain out of doors 
from an hour after sunrise until sunset, exer- 
cising more or less as I made progress in im- 
provement. My exercise was horseback-rid- 
ing, buggy-riding, bunting through the pine 
woods, sometimes boeing or raking for a halt 
bour or ao hour, and some walking—in short, 
any hgbt exercise that would not tire me but 
that would keep my muscles and circulation 
almost constantiy at play. I cannot recall a 
day since I have been here that 1 
have been housed by the rain. It usually 
lasts but an hour or two at a time, 
and then the porous soil absorbs the water so 
rapidly as to evabie one, within a few minutes, 
to go out without fear of catching cold. The | 
atmosvhere during the day is very dry, but 
that of the night is damp, owing to the very 
beavy dews that fall. Therefore it is necessa- 
ry to then remain indoors. | 

It is generally supposed that the summer heat 
of Florida is unbearable and enervating in the 
extreme. This is my second summer bere, and 
I must say Lbave found it very pleasaat. 
me it has veen much cooler and not nearly so 
oppressive as New York. By remaining in the 
shade, if only the shade from the trunk ofa 
pine tree, one is very cool and comfortable and 
is fanned by an almost constant breese. The 
nights are especially coo! and comfortable, ena- 
bing one to have a refreshing sieep, tree from 
the rolling and tossing caused by heat and op- 
presstveness. , 

The great trouble with most invalids who 
come to Florida is, that they do not remain 
long enough. They should remain throughout 
the whole year; the benefit derived trom the 
summer stay will be far greater than that of 
winter. My advice to any who may come is to 
give it a trial, as I have done, but to look 
around first and be sure they do not locate at 


some malaria-producing poiut, for, just as sure 


as they do, their troubies will break out afresh. 
Listen to no interested person, property-holder

Tue question, “‘How did the coal beds 
originate?” has recently been discussed at 
some. length in trade, as well as scientific, 
circles. The popular belief, that all coal is 
of vegetable origin, has been found fault 
with, as not accounting for the existence of 
good coal beds in strata which are acknowi- 
edged to be older than the carboniferous age. 
A writer in the Coal Trade Journal suggests 
the possibility of an inorganic origin. The 
best authorities recognize both hydrogen and 
carbon as metals, and therefore inorganic. 
Granting that these elements, in the form of 
hydro-carbons, have their origin in the in- 
terior magma, it is possible to understand 
that combustion would result from their 
oxydation, setting free the hydrogen to form 
rain by mingling with the oxygen of the at- 
mosphere, and allowing the carbon to com- 
bine with other molecules of oxygen to form 
carbonic acid, which will be brought down 
by the rain and deposited on the surface of 
the earth. It is claimed to be necessary to 
look to the interior for such material on ac- 
count of the well-known fact that the earth’s 
atmosphere contains but little carbon to be 
brought down to form the coal beds. 

The greatest objection to this theory is to 
be found in the belief, warranted by all the 
facts in the case, that the atmosphere once 
held in suspension, or solution, a great deal 
more carbonic acid gas than it does now, 
and that the difference between then and now 
is pretty accurately measured by the quantity 
that has been deposited in the formations of 
coal and limestone that exist today. Itis not 
difficult to regard it as probable that when 
this carbun treasure was most plentiful it 
was deposited by the operation of the forces 
ot inorganic nature, and that afterwards, as 
it became less abundant, it was taken up 
chiefly by the vegetable organism, and the 
result became coal in the manner which is 
explained by most of the geologists who have 
written on the subject. 


' THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The country had last week a comparative 
rest from the racket of stock speculation. 
There were few events of the spectacular 
sort to divert attention from legitimate trade. 
Nothing happened to mar the excellent pros- 


pects we have had for some weeks past, but 


new facts were added to the evidence we al- 


ready had of the steady improvement in the 


most important business interests. The gain 
is so gradual that there are many people left 


‘who refuse to believe that there is anything 


It; but the very fact that it is gradual is 

best assurance that it is healthy and will 
prove permanent, Anybody could see the 
tremendous expansion of trade in 1879. The 
present growth is of a different sort and is 
not likely to be followed by such a disas- 
trous Teaction. 

The money market has responded to the 
change more slowly than anything else, but 
even that shows decided signs of improve- 
ment, Rates have not advanced much in this 
country, but the surplus reserve of the New 
York banks is falling off rapidly, and ap- 
parently the same process is going on in 
other parts of the United States. ‘The Lon- 
don money market shows a marked increase 
of strength, and present tendencies will not 
have to last long to lead the directors of the 
Bank of England to raise their rate from 2 
to 8 per cent. The percentage of reserve to 
deposit liabilities is now less than 42, against 
45 a few weeks ago, and 50 at times within a 
year or two. The present reserve is less 
than 2 per cent above what it is considered 


desirable to keep on hand all the time. Tize 


talk of the English business-men is more 
cheerful than for three or four years. They 
are watching the course of affairs in this 
country with much hope, and in their own 
country there is a decided improvement in 
many lines of trade. The British have been 
free buyers of our securities since the stock 
market turned, and evidently have a good 
deal of confidence in the immediate future of 
business here, 

There is a real improvement in almost 
every leading branch of trade except that 
which is under the control of the coal barons. 
The combination which went to pieces years 
ago had placed the market on such a false 
basis that when each company came to act in 
practical independence of the others 18 
was an overproduction and the trade was d 
mordiized. It is not likely to recover from 
that condition soon. The advance in iron is 
well maintained and the demand is good. 
There was an active and fairly profitable 
business ip dry goods last week. The South 
is one of the best customers of the New York 
houses, and is buying a better class of fabrics 
than ever before. Flour, Which has hitherto

opposition to the silver coinage and demand- 


ing the unconditional repeal of that clause, and 
itis not known that he approves the personal 
efforts Manning and Jordan are making on be- 
half of compromise schemes. In view of re- 
cent official actions the people would natural- 
ly suppose that the Administration was bit- 
terly opposed to the silver coinage, and deter- 
mined to suspend it and degrade silver at all 
hazards ; but according to the New York mug- 
wump papers the Treasury Department will 
be found blowing both hot and cold. 

A few days ago the New York Times af- 
firmed that a bill is now being prepared in 
the Treasury Department under the direc- 
„tion of Secretary Manning and Treasurer 
„Jordan which contemplates a compromise 
“fon the basis proposed by Congressman 
Warner.“ It was rather surprising to learn 
that, while the Administration was resorting 
to arbitrary measures to retire small notes, 
including the fives and tens, and force silver 
on the people in a way to make it unpopular, 
its officials were engaged in preparing com- 
promise measures for presentation to Con- 
gress. In a subsequent issue the Times ex- 
plained that, as under Manning’s new bill 
silver certificates were to have no legal- 
tender quality and were to be redeemed at 
the market value of the bullion deposited, it 
was perhaps unfair to say the scheme, was a 
**compromise.” The Herald was unwilling 
to accept this‘explanation. It insisted with 
great force that it would be very remarkable 
for the President and Secretary to stick to 
the text of the President's letter of 
Feb. 24 in their recommendations to 
Congress and at the same time secretly 
urge measures inconsistent with that letter 
and in fact a backdown from it. In this sit- 
uation the Post comes to the front with an 
explanation that the statement as to the 
preparation of compromise measures in the 
Treasury Department is not technically 
true,” for the reason that in drawing up 
these bills Manning and Jordan were acting 
simply as individuals and not as represen‘a- 
tives of the Administration. The Post says: 
Whatever Secretary Manning and his ad- 
visers did in the matter was, however, to 
„pe considered as an expression of their per- 
„sonal opinions, avoiding any official signifi- 
**cance and without involving the Adminis- 
‘tration in any way. n In clinching this 
matter the Post says: The recommefida- 
„tions made by Mr. Manning as Secretary of 
‘tthe Treasury and those made by the Presi- 
dent to Congress will contain no reference 
**to a compromise.” Thus the chief officers 
of the Treasury are to favor one thing in 
public and another in private. 

Manning is a machine politician who cares 
much less about the silver coinage than he 
does about the preservation of peace in the 
Democratic ranks. He must understand that 
it is impossible for the President to bulldoze 
the Democrats in Congress into submission 
to a Wall street attack upon the double 
standard. In this situation he seeks for a 
compromise, and his political morals do not 
forbid him to favor one thing in public and 
another in private. Manning can discharge 
himself of any political responsibility as 
easily as an eel sheds its skin. What he 
may do in the secret caucuses of the Dem- 
ocratic party is a matter of no consequence. 
Even Democrats must judge him by his acts 
as Secretary of the Treasury in enforcing the 
Cieveland policy, which indicates so far an 
unswerving determination to suspend the 
double standard and make silver un- 
popular by forcing it on the peo 
ple in place not only of the small 
notes but of the fives and tens. What- 


ever Manning and Jordan may do as in- 
are as members of the Cleve- 


dividuals the 
land Administration committed to the doctrine 
of no compromise on the silver question. 
The Administration has used every means 
to discredit silver and shows a strong dis- 
position to bulldoze both Congress and the 
people into its practical demonetization. As 
individuals, Manning and Jordan may be 
growing anxious for a compromise, but as 
officials they will not be permitted to hint at 
anything of the kind. The Cleveland Ad- 
ministration is committed not simply to a 
suspension of the coinage—which all sensible 
men desire—but to a practical demonetization 
of silver, and it will have nothing officially ” 
to do with the Warner compromises. Like 
the Admiral in Pinafore” it does not of- 
ficially’’ know that anything of the kind is 
contemplated. 


“HELP FOR CLEVELAND!” 

A Bourbon newspaper published at the 
National Capital hysterically appeals to the 
Democracy of the country to uphold the 
President in his “‘ hand-to-hand struggle” 
with the worst element of his party.“ The 
organ fails to indicate who constitute the 
worst element, though it holds generally 
that it is made up of the remnants of 
that class of Democracy which represents 
all that is most evil and mischievous in 
“politics.” This is slightly indefinit. The 
impartial observer may say that these rem- 
nants are plenty in the Bourbon party: Be- 
cause they have been abundant the Bourbons 
were kept out of power in the Nation for 
twenty-four years—and ought to have been 
kept out longer.

DEMOCRATIC IDEAS OF CIVIL-SERV- 
ICE REFORM. 

During the last week the people of Chicago 
have had an opportunity of judging of the 
merits of civil-service reform as interpreted 
and enforced by Democrats. They will have 
a further opportunity during this week. A 
capable and eflicient officer has been removed 
to make way fora partisan Democratic ma- 
chine man. No cause has been assigned for 
the removal. Another officer was practically 
forced into resigning the position which she 
filled with credit in order to make way for a 
Democrat. : 

And now comes the Postmaster of Chicago, 
who is supposed to be an exemplary civil- 
service reformer, and urges the election to a 
partisan office of one of his subordinates, in 


direct violation, as it seems to many persons, of | 


the civil-service rules. Mr. Donovan, the Su- 
perintendent of Carriers, is an avowed candi- 
date for the Presidency of the Young Democ- 
racy. Mr. Judd encourages this candidacy. 
The election of Donovan, he takes it, would be 
a compliment to the Administration. Some of 
Mr. Judd’s subordinates are working actively 
in the interest of their associate. The Civil- 
Service law provides that no person shall 
‘* use his official authority or influence either 
to eoerce the political action of any person 
or body or to interfere with any election.” 
Is not Mr. Judd using his official position in 
the interest of Mr. Donovan? Is he not in- 
terfering in election matters? He expresses 
himself in an interview as favoring Dono- 
van’s election, because he is a bright fel- 
low,” and because his election would be ‘‘a 
compliment to the Administration.” Mr, 
Hoyne and other Post-Office employés are 
helping Mr, Judd to elect Donovan. When 
the last-named gentleman becomes President 
of the Young Democracy he must interfere 
in elections. He has under his control over 
300 letter-carriers. They will be influenced 
in their political action by him. The 
Democratic newspapers made much ado last 
fall about A. M. Jones’ active participation 
in politics in this State. Democratic speak- 
ers waxed eloquent about it. Mr. Jones had 
only five or six employés to influence. Dono- 
van will bave, as already stated, over 300. 
Do the Democratic editors now protest 
against Donovan’s candidature and his al- 
most certain election ? 

In seeking to elect Donovan the Young 
Democrats are consistent with the record. 
The retiring President is an officeholder. 
Most of the governing body of the organiza- 
tion are officeholders and officeseekers. The 
organization was used last spring to help 
elect that chronic office-beggar, Carter H. 
Harrison. It will be used for equally of- 
fensive political purposes in the future. 

Mr. Judd is consistent with his record in 
supporting Donovan. Mr. Judd is himself 
the National Committeman of his party from 
Illinois. Joe Mackin’s vote gave him that 
place. He is also Treasurer of the State 
Committee. Hedoes not intend to resign 
either office. He will “ interfere” in poli- 
tics. His position and power necessarily in- 
fluence his subordinates. 

Yet Mr. Judd is a conscientious gentleman, 
and cannot be made to see that he is violat- 
ing the law. His Democracy perhaps blunts 
his vision. It any of the Republicans who 
yet hold office should do in their own party 
what he and Donovan have done as Demo- 
crats, the former would be accused of “ of- 
fensive partisanship” and dismissed in- 
stantly. 


WHERE WILL THE MUGWUMPS GO?

DISESTABLISHMENT IN SCOTLAND. 
A late cablegram brings the information 


that Mr. Gladstone and his protégé, Lord 


Rosebery, have each written letters to Scotch 
correspondents saying that the disestablish- 
ment of. the Scotch Church is purely a 
„ matter for Scotchmen to deal with.“ Then 
the Church in Scotland is doomed. Of 
the present representatives of the Land of 
Cakes” in the British Parliament all but 
four are Liberals, and four-fifths of the 
majority are opposed to the church estab- 
lished by law among their countrymen. Most 
of them are, in fact, Free Church men or 
freethinkers. In the next Parliament Scot- 
land will have seventy-two members—an in- 
creased representation. Without exception 
they will be Liberals and all will favor dis- 
establishment. 

But it is not likely that the movement will 
be confined to Scotland. Wales also demands 
reform in this respect. Mr. Osborne Morgan, 
the leading Welsh Liberal, in a recent speech 
demanded the disestablishment of the En- 
glish Church in Wales. Seven-eighths of 
the people are Non-Conformists—that is to 
say, are Presbyterians, Baptists, and Metho- 
dists. In Scotland two-thirds of the people 
are Presbyterians. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people, therefore, in Wales and 
Scotland are called upon to contribute to the 
support of a church that they do not believe 
in. They have at the same time to support 
their own churches, which they do with al- 
most unstinted liberality. Even in England 
the Liberation Society holds that the Non- 
Contormists outnumber the Episcopalians, 
The seating capacity in the ‘‘ dissenting ” 
chapels Mr. Miale puts at 5,400,000. The 
seating capacity of the Episcopal churches 
does not much exceed 5,000,000. 

A correspondent of one of the London 


papers pointed out a few weeks ago that in 


the time of Queen Elizabeth there were in 
England and Wales 9,000 parish churches, 
9,400 beneficed clergymen, and 12,000 clergy- 
men altogether. There are now but 19,237 
clergymen and but 13,447 parishes. So that, 
as the correspondent remarks, the church has 
increased about one-third, while the popula- 
tion has been quadrupled. This is a bad 
showing for the ancient establishment which 
costs British taxpayers so dearly. 

Another argument used against the church 
is that it does not promote the growth of 
spirituality. The superior religiousness, so 
to say, of Scotland and Wales over England 
is put forth in proof of this. 

But what is of more moment than all else 
is that the leading Liberal papers have be- 
gun to threaten the establishment, both in 
Scotiand and England. Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, the coming man in British Liberal poli- 
tics, writing to a Liberal association of Kil- 
marnock, Scotland, recently, said: I re- 
**joice to think that the time is not far dis- 


tant when the question of disestablishment, . 


“both in Scotland and England, will occupy 
a foremost place in the Liberal program. I 
„am convinced that the next general election 
„Will give a great impetus to the movement, 
and will throw much light on the position 
of the State Church in agricultural dis- 
‘* tricts.”” Over 400 of the 500 Liberal candi- 
dates already selected favor disestablishment. 
Lord Hartington is, in fact, the only Liberal 
of standing who defends the church, and he 
will probably accept, at not a distant date, 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s invitation to pass 
over into the Tory camp. Some of the Epis- 
copal Bishops begin to perceive that there is 
danger. A few days ago one of their num- 
ber published a pamphlet defending the es- 
tablishment and decrying the agitation against 
it. The Reform act of 1866 was followed in 
1868 by proposals to disestablish the Irish 


Church. The Reform acts of this year will 


probably be followed by disestablishment in 
Scotland and perhaps in Wales; and, as Mr.

The wine-merchants of Paris held a meet- 
ing the other day to petition the Municipal Council 
for the suppression of the Municipal Laboratory, 
which they declare is ruining their business. M. 
Girard, the chemical analyst and manager of the 
Laboratory, has just published in the Soir a letter 
in which he shows that what the wine-merchants 
really claim is a sort of impunity to .adulterate 
their wine, and to defraud the State and the City of 
He says: What the wine- 
merchants want is permission to sell to the con- 
sumer water at the same price as wine. The Mu- 
nicipal Laboratory araws samples of wine from 
the casks as they enter Paris, and also samples 
from the same barreis after they are placed in the 
stores of the wine-merchants, The result arrived 
at by the Laboratory is, that the wine Is mixed with 
water in large proportions. By adding water four 
casks of wine are turned into five, and the Labora- 
torg experts have calculated that more than 5,000 
wine-merchants practice this kind of fraud. More- 
over, the experts have discovered that wine is clan- 
destinely made in Paris of raisins, apples, pears, 
prunes, etc. Other wine-merchaats mix low-priced 
Spanish wines with the produce of French vine- 
yards, and sell the mixture as genuine French wine. 
In this way the City of Paris has been defrauded of 
nearly 300,000 francs during the last few months. 
as wine thus manufactured in Paris pays no octroi 
dues. There are annually consumed in Paris 5.000. 
009 hectoilitres of wine. The wine-merchants 

* claim the right of replacing these millions of bec- 
tolitres by 1,(00.000 bectolitres of water. As the 
duty is 18 francs per hectolitre the State and the 
city, who divide the octroi dues, lose 18,000,000 
francs per annum. Official documents state that 
the wine-merchants purchase nearly as much for- 
Men as French wine.

THE VEXED EGYPTIAN QUESTION. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff has maie such 
progress in his negotiations that he eritertains 
the hope of leaving Constantinope for Egypt 
in the first week of October. The iatest points 
under discussion have been the attitude of the 
Khedive toward the Sultan, the permanent 
character assumed by the British occupation, 
and the possible dispatch of Turkish troops to 
Egypt. The Sultan has felt very much ag- 
grieved that Tewfik has never come to Constan- 
tinopie to acknowledge in person the high impe- 
rial favor shown by his investment as Khedive. 
An early visit to Constantinople on the part of 
Tewfk is one of the voncessions that England 
is prepared to make. The withdrawal of the 
British troops in order to replace them with 
Turkish presents. the greatest difficulty. Sir 
H. D. Wolff bas intimated that the Britisn Gov- 
ernment is not averse to the dispatch of a 
picked. body of Turkish troops. The Suitan, 
however, views such a joint occupation with 
disfavor, fearing the effect on the Arab party 
of this seeming countenance of the presence in 
Egypt of the infidel soldiery. Great hope is 
entertained, especially among the Turks, that 
an arrangement will be effected on some such 
basis as iollows: 

The Khedive to pay periodic visits to his 
Suzerian; the creation of an Anglo-Turkish com- 
mission; the British occupation to cease at a cer- 
tain date; the troops to be replaced by a terri- 
torial army formed of Turkish elements. 

Great disquiet has been occasioned at Con- 
stantinople by the reports circulating in the 
European press relative to the preparation by 
Italy of an expedition to Tripoll. 

THE SPANISH-GERMAN ROW. 

The German Government appears disposed 
to insist that the dispute concerning the Caro- 
line Islands be submitted to arbitration. Spain 
is negotiating for the purchase of two men-of- 


war which are being buiit in England for the 


Chinese Government. The British Vice-Con- 
sul at San Sebastian has offered to protect the 
German Consul there in the event of another 
riot. 

The note of Sefior Elduayen, the Spanish 
Foreign Minister, to Prince Bismarck claims 
Spanish sovereignty over the Carolines on the 
ground of discovery, exploration, missionary 
work, protection, recognition by the natives, 
and the existence of Spanish trading posts. 

Count Bengmar, the Spanish Ambassador, 
has received the Spanish courier bearing a 
complete apology from Spain toGermany for 
the* insults to the German Embagsy. It is 
stated that the German steamer Nachtiga!, 
which sailed under orders to touch at Corunna 
and Fernando-Po, has just been ordered to stop 
at Plymouth and await instructions. Prince 
Bismarck wul return to Berlin this week. 

The Daily News’ Berlin dispatch says the 
Carolines may be already regarded as German 
property. The entire affair can only term 
nate with the assertion of Germany’s claims, 


THE GULNARE COLLISION. 

The Gulnare, a British bark of Chariotte- 
town, P. E. I., Capt. McDonald, eastwara 
bound, and the Paramita, an Amercan ship of 
Portiand, Me., Capt. Humphrey. which left 
Liverpool for San Francisco the 8th inst., have 
just arrived at Queenstown after a serious 
collision. Saturday last, about 5 p. m., thirty- 
five miles south of Kinsale, during a westeriy 
rale ot wind and rain and a “heavy 
sea, the Paramita struck the Guinare in the 
stern, cutting her to the waters edge. The 
Captain of the Gulnare narrowly escaped being 
kilied, as the Paramita crushed through the 
atern of bis ship and smashed his cabin, where 
he was seated, into splinters, The mizzentop- 
mast came down on the deck with a crash. The 
Guinare’s crew kept at the pumps all night.

SOME PAVING CONTRACTS THAT SHOULD BE 
MADE AT ONO. 

At the last meeting of the City ‘Council, the 
evening of Aug. 10, the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works submitted a communication which 
wouid have been acted upon at once if the mu- 
nicipa!l legisiature represented the city and not 
individual interests, as the hurried passage of 
a new gas Ordinance that very evening plainly 
showed. In this communication Mr. Cregier 
stated that considerable more street work than 
had been contracted for could be done during 
this year and at extremely low prices, notwith- 
standing the contractors would be obliged to 
wait for payment until the period for coliecdon 
of assessments one year hence. He also stated 
that the appropriations availabie to pay for 
the city’s portion of the cost of street improve- 
ments amounted to over $70,000 above the con- 
tracts awarded, and that consequently con- 
tracts for the paving of six miles with cedar 
blocks could be safely let. Added to this letter 
was a list of street assessments confirmed, but 
suspended by the Council, of assessments filed 
in court, and of others to be flied in August 
and September. No action was taken, notwith- 
stancing the apparent urgency of the matter; 
but atter the Council had adjourned some of 
the Aldermen, notably Mr. Hiidreth, said t 
the street improvements should be takei up 
immediately upon the reassembling of the 
Council, and that by prompt action 
the suggestion, of Mr. Cregier could 
be carried out in fall. As there 
are barely two months of the séason left in 
which street improvements can be safely car 
ried on, and as over two weeks will have to 
elapse before any contracts could be awarded 
even should the Councilact at once, it would 
be very desirable for the Aidermen to be well 
prepared this evening for immediate action— 
that is, for the passage of an order directing 
the improvement ot streets for which assess- 
ments have been made and confirmed. Such 
an order would mean the expenditure of about 
$150,000 in wages before the beginning of win- 
ter without any burden to the taxpayers; on 


the contrary, with an actual gain, as large 


stocks of street material are on hand, which 
make it certain that the extremely low prices 
for street-paving prevailing during the season 
will be maintained for this additional work.

The course will 
be over the regular New York Club course— 
from a stake-boat off Owi's-Head, just below the 
Bay Ridge landing in the upper bay, through the.

The 
length of the course is about thirty-eight stat- 
ute miles, and there are several points from 
which the wind may blow and enable the yachts 
to race and run without beating throughout 
the race. | | 

Speaking of Friday’s attempt at a race it 
was said by Capt. Crocker that the Puritan, 
contrary to general expectation, did better 
breasting the seas than in sailing with them 
broadside on, asin the first reach after the 
start. The Puritan, be said, did not seem 
to point as close to the wind as the 
Genesta, but she went better to the windward. 
He thought the explanation of the Genesta’é 
getting ahead on the first reach was to be 
found in the fact that she got a stronger slant 
of wind. Another difficulty with the 
Puritan was that she not 
carry sail enough at the start for 
the light wind that prevatied. It was not until 
she set her club topsails that she gained on the 
Genesta.

He said also that when he sent the 
challenge for the cup there was 
a tacit understanding that the races would not 
be started after 12 o’clock, but, of course, as 
there was no stipulation in writing to that effect 
the committee was not bound to stand by it. 
In conclusion he added that unless some 
thing happened to prevent it he would 
sail for Engiand a week from 
next Saturday. Racing Committee 
of the New York Yacht Club has made no 
further changes as yet in regard to the program 
of races.

The speaker began his sermon by stating 
that the first important condition of success in 
life and in the work of a parish consists in 
firmly grasping and faithfully holding the truth 
of God.

People 
who are seeking truth are not true Christians, 
tor Christianity is truth found.

Strong believers make earnest workers. Un- 
less we renounce truth as it is, it must be ac- 
cepted with an enthusiasm that will infuse life, 
warmth, and vigor into our characters. A 
second condition of church success grows out 
of the first. It is not enough to bold the truth 
zealously. Truth is given for beneficent re- 
suits and should be reflected in individuals. He 
who protesses truth must practice and exercise 
it inthe parish. It produces a peculiar and 
distinct ty pe ot religion which the churchman 
will bear in his daily life. The Episcopal re- 
ligion ie like and unlike all others. It im- 
presses itself -peculiarly upon those who 
lovingly submit to ite influence. The 
measure of success is to be found 
in the extent which the churchman 
practices it in daily life. The third condition 
in church successis the activity of Christian 
work. Tue term church work was nauseating- 
ly abused. Those who are suffering, those who 
are doing kindly work, are performing church 
work, Activity in church work is not neces- 
sarily obtrusive. The mother who teaches her 
children, and the merchant who illustrates 
Christianity by the integrity of his daily life, 
are doing church work. The various kinds of 
work are limited by temperament, Divine 
gifts; some are fitted better for one kind than 
another, but all are biessed. There is work 
for all and for each a work, and when found it 
must be done. In conclusion, the importance 


of tellowship in church success was dweit 


upon. There should be a community of feel- 
ing as well as of interest in common life and 
worship; there should be a communion of 
hearts. Community in Christ is not social. 
We ought to know and love each otner, grasp 
hands and unite without distinctions which are 


not God’s distinctions. 


A NEW CHURCH. 

The new chapel and Sunday-school rooms of 
the Church of the Covenant, at the corner of 
Belden avenue and Halsted street, were deai- 
cated yesterday morning, the services consist- 
ing of the invocation, by the Rev. Dr. D. R. 
Breed, pastor of the church: Scripture lesson, 
by the Rev. R. F. Coyle of the Fullerton Ave- 
nue Presbytgrian Church; the presentation of 
the building to the trustees by W. H. Charu- 
ley, Chairman of the Building Committee; ded- 
icatory prayer by Dr. Breed. and the benedic- 
tion, pronounced by the Rev. Dr. Halsey. The 
sermon was preached by the pastor, from the 
text, The zeal of thine house hath eaten me 
up.“ The Church of the Covenant owes its 
origin to the efforts of the Presbyterian Theo- 
logical Seminary to establish a church in con- 
nection with that institution, where the stu- 
dents should have a distinctive church home. 
The presbytery granted the petition for 
permission to organize the church April 13, 


1885, and May 7 an organization was com- 


pleted with fifty-four members. A sub- 
scription to the amount of $20. 000 
was raised about the same time 
for the purpose of erecting a churcb edifice at 
the corner of Belden avenue and Halsted 
street. W. H. Charniey, G. C. Watson, and W. 
C. Craig were appointed a Building Committee, 
and May 12 the work was commenced. The 
structure ts 6244x110 feet in size. The sudi- 
torium is formed as a hailf-polygon of sixteen 
sides. The pulpit is in the centre, and the 
opera-chair seats are ranged in circular form. 
At the back of the building are four class- 
rooms and a large apartment for the infant 
class, which are so arranged that they can be 
made a part of the auditorium. The site for 
the building and $5,000 were donated by the 
Rev. Dr. Skinner, and during the services yes- 
terday a testimonial of thanks, signed by the 
pastor and trustees, was presented to him. In 
the evening addresses were delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. McPherson and the Rev. Dr. Barrows.

“ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 


DANINL “KELLY ACCUSED OF KILLING A 
MOTHER AND HER TWO CHILDREN FOUR- 
TEEN YEARS AGO. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
Daniel Kiley, aged 35, residing at Vienna, 
Scott County, was arrested Wednesday charged 
with burglary and the probable murder of the 
Parks family in 1871. This was the most atro- 
cious murder that ever occurred in Clark 
County, and was perpetrated at Charlestown, 
twelve miles from this city. A family named 
Parks, consisting of a mother and her two 
daughters, was murdered, and great excite- 
ment existed at the time. Three negroes were 
suspicioned, and a mob formed and lynched 
them without ceremony. Many citizens of the 
county claimed the negroes were innocent, 
while others were firm in the belief of their 
guilt. Smoe Kelly’s arrest his wife has threat- 
ened to expose him because of his ili-treat- 
She now claims ber husband 
was concerned in the Parks murder, and as 
to evidence she says that the Parks tragedy 
was a mystery to her; that she did not believe 
the negroes who were hung bad killed Perks; 
that she bad often spoken to her busband 
about the matter, and he always refused to 
say ahythmg about it. His actions almost 
convinced ther be- was guilty. This in- 
formation bas somewhat startied the peo- 
ple, and further particulars are eagerly 
sought for. Kelly bears an unsavory reputa- 
tion; has twice been convictea and sent to the 
penitentiary for burglary. At the time wf the 
tragedy Kelly reside:i near the Parks fam. 
and all the circumstances put together give 
the charges sufficient ground to justify fur- 
ther inquiry.

The fact ‘that the largest 3 the

eve there will be but demand for grain-car- 
rying capacity at this port during the present 
week, The fact is that the railroad war on rates 
has completely paralyzed lake freights. Several 
large vessels, inciuding the largest tow on the 
lakes, are tying idle at their docks. Wheat ship- 
ments have ceased almost entirely. The little 
spurt that has existed during the last two weeks 
was not attributable to any increased demand for 
Western grain, but to the desire of Chicago'cle- 
vator-men to make room for the inceming 
crop. Some time ago they offered a rebate 
on all grain withdrawn from store. any 
grain holders took. advantage of the offer, and a 
considerable. quantity of wheat moved out; but 
this offer bas expired by limitation. and the eleva- 
tor-men not renew it. Consequently unless 
an active demand comes from abroad there is not 
likely to be much employment for the grain fleet 
in the Chicago trade during the remainder of the 
season. Another point against the lake earrying 
trade is that the increasing perils of autumn, and 


‘an advancé in sailors’ wages, and other expenses 


render it impossible for vessels to longer carry 
cargoes to Buffalo at the low freights which pave 
existed during the summer months. 


CLEARING WEATHER. & 

The southerly blow which prevailed throughout 
Saturday died away yesterday morning, and last 
evening the wind hauled around to the north, At

CANADA’S COASTING LAWS. 


A SPANISH VESSEL HELD IN DISOBEYANCE 
AND IS LIKELY TO RECEIVE THE FULL 
PENALTY. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 12.—[Special.|—A 
steamer, the Marciano, flying the Spanish flag, 
has arrived in port, and has caused ber own- 
ers and agents considerable trouble through 
their ignorance of the coasting laws of Canada. 
A Canadian law gives foreign Powers the right 
to engage in the coasting trade of the Domin- 
ion zin return for their allowing Canadians 
the same privilege in their countries. 
Among those countries which have 
availed themselves of the privileges conferred 
by this Dominion law are the United States and 
Spain. The Marciano came from the Mediter- 
ranean in ballast, and, calling at Sydney, took 
ou a cargo of coal, which she brought here. 
Hence the trouble. The customs authorities 
at Ottawa have the Marciano wmat- 
ter under cousideration, and are being urged 
by shippers to exact the full penalty of the law. 
A short time ago the authorities at Ottawa 
notified a shipper who contemplated charterimg 
a number of American vesseis to coast in 
Canada that any cargoes found in American 
bottoms coasting in Canada would be confis-

Burr o, N. Y., Sept. 12.—[Special.|-——The 
death of Emery Storrs revives many recollec- 
tions of his Buffalo residence. His father was 
a prominent member of the bar, practicing at 
Hinsdaie, and represented this county in the 
Assembly. Gen. Scroggs of this city was visit- 
ing in Cuba during the cholera epidemic and 
was attracted to Mr. Storrs by bis close appli- 
cation to study. He invited him to come to 
Buffalo. He did so, and his subsequent career 
is well known. 

LA Crosses, Wis., Sept. 12.—(Special. e 
TRIBUNE correspondent upon receiving the 
news of the death of Emery A. Storrs stepped 
into ex-Senator Angus Cameron’s office. 
Senator, when told that the distinguished jurist 
was dead, expressed the greatest sorrow and 
eagerly asked for particulars. After they were 
related he said thougttfully: “I knew him 
well. Storrs was a Cattaraugus boy, and must 
have been 56 or 56 years old when he died, for be 
was about six years younger than 9 We 
studied law together ia Buffalo, N. in 1850. 
He was in the office of Austin & Scroggs, while 
I was in the office of Wadsworth & Cameron. 
The first time lever saw him was one day while 
still a student. Small, white-haired, and bright 
as a dollar, he entered the office to serve some 
notices of trial for his firm. They tbought 
‘there was no one in Buffalo like him. 
Mr. Austin, who was then District-At- 
torney of Erie County and a prominent 
lawyer in those days, became greatly attached 
to Storrs, and was never tired of telling what 
a smart boy he had in his office. He never 
lost sight of him till be died, and frequently 
said be would become distinguished. He was 
then, just as he always was, a leader, full of 
spirit, liberal, witty, and always bad the right 
thing on bis tongue’s end. We had a iaw- 
student’s society in the winter ot 1857, and 
Storrs was the leader of k. He*knew mare 
Shakspeare and choice thoughts from leading 
men of the worid than the whole society. 
After his admission to the bar he did not re- 
main long in Buffalo, but emigrated to Chica- 
go, which in those days was like going into the 
wilderness. He had already married a Miss 
Mead. I knew ber very well, and we both used 
to call on the young lady, who was exceedinug- 


ly entertaining. 1 a not see bim 
after he left Buffalo till 1859, when he 
was having a good practice in Chicago. 


Isaw bim in Washington frequently. but I 
never knew him to be there with any scheme; 
he generally represented somebody or some- 
thing as attorney. He represented the Chicago 
Stock-Yarda, opposing the bill regulating the 
transportation of cattle. He had few equals 
in the legal profession. His early education 
was limited, but nis natural ability and power 
for acquiring knowledge of a professional and 


general character were uvlimited. He never 


knew the value of money, and was liberal to a 
fault. Social in ali his ways, a brilliant con- 
versationalist, a splendid lawyer, an orator in 
every sense of the word, be was a wan that 
one could take pride in knowing in spite ot any

To see the evil in its worst form the stock- 
raiser has to be brought face to face with the 
leather made from branded bides, and it is pro- 
posed at this session ot tanners and hide deal- 
ers to exhibit branded leather. Side by side 
there are displayed sides of loather perfectly 


clear and freé from damage, and other sides 


almost destroyed by large brands. Stock-raisers 
who have already seen this exhibit have in 
many instances said that they had abandoved 
or would abandon the practice of making their 
stock with brands and use some other method. 
To the general public the exbibition of leath- 
ers for all uses, including that for hand-bags, 
ior uphoistering, and heavy boots or light fine 
shoes, is very interesting. It is beiieved that 
this exhibit is the larwest the trade has ever 
made, not excepting the goods shown at the 
Centennial.

WHICH SCALES ARE RIGHT? 

A SLIGHT DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THOSE AT 
THE COURT-HOUSE AND AT THE COAL CON- 
TRACTOR’S. 

An instance of bow carefully supply con- 
tracts are carried out for the county institu- 
tions leaked out Saturday. Friday Anthony 
Kakuska, the engineer of the Court-House, 
ordered two loads of coal from L. L. Moody, 
who enjoys the privilege of supplying the 
Oourt-House and Criminal Court Building with 
coal. When the first load arrived Kakuska 
put it upon bis scales and founa it 470 
pounds short. He made a note of this, 
but said nothing. Later the second 
load arrived, and when it was 
run upon the scales was found to be 430 
pounds short. Altogether the contractor was 


short 900 pounds on an order of only two loads € 


of coal. In speaking of the matter Saturday 
the engineer said: I know it is pretty bard 
to get two big scales to correspond in weights 
in every particular. Frequently there will be 
a difference of between fiftcen and thirty 
pounds in the weight given by my scales and 
Moody's, sometimes the weirht being in my 
‘favor to the extent of twenty or twenty-five 
pounds, but when it comes to a shortage of 
neariy 1,000 pounds on one order it is about 
time to kick. My scales are, I think, in good 
condition, although they get out of order 
somewhat in cold weather. In this connec 
tion it may not be out of place to observe that 
if the County Commissioners would weigh the 
meat, bread, and other supplies sent by con- 
tractors to the Insane Asylum, County Hos- 
pital, and Infirmary they migut develop some- 
thing that would be of great interest to them- 
selves and the taxpayers. 


GAS AND ELECTRICITY. 
THE ALDERMEN RETURNING FROM THEIR Va- 
CATIONS.

Mr. B. W. Thomas, who made the ee 
ical examination, accompanied the official ex- 
cursion to the crib July 30, by invitation of 
Commissioner Cregier, and reports that the 
water was then very clear and almost absolute- 
ly pure. For some time before this the pump- 
ing-works at Bridgeport had prevented any 
outfiow from the river into the lake, and the 
Fullerton avenue conduit had been discharging 


from the lake into the North Branch, Many 


hundred microscopical examinations of the 
hydrant water during the last fifteen years 
agree with che examination made at this time, 
and there is no reason to believe that the qual- 
ity of the water has materiaily or B yyy ger toe’ 
changed. On the contrary, times 
when the contents of the river and its 
branchés are excluded from the lake, 
the water surrounding the crib and for 
* * souta and west is unexception- 
able. 

The 6th of August, soon after the heavy 
wind and rain storm, a second visit was made 
to the crib, when very different conditions 
were Two days later Mr. Thomas 
and Surgeon W. H. Forwood, U. 8. A., of Gen. 
Sebofieid's staff, made a careful microscopical 


examination of the water drawn from a city 


bydrant, and found an abundance of decaying 
animal and vegetable matter iu dark or yel- 
lowish, stringy, irregviar masses, very 
offensive,” and abounding in the low animal 
organisms characteristic of ‘sewage pollution. 
From present and previous observa and 

a long series of microscopical examinations I 
am fully satisfied that our drinking water is 
quite frequently polluted with the filth from 
the North Branch through the Fullegton ave- 
nue éonduit and from the main river when it 
is flushed into the lake by the water of the 
Despiaines coming through the Ogden-Went- 
worth Ditch.” 

Prof. M. Delafontaine, who made the chem- 
ical examination, summarizes his conclusions 
as follows: 

“It is unquestionable that the Lake Michi- 
gan water is, in itseif, ail we may wish. From 
an hygienic standpoint it stands high; very 
tew fresh waters excel it, and it surpasses a 
great many in regard to purity and wholesome- 
ness. We often get it into our houses in that 
desirable state, but unless something is done 
soon the word often will bave to be changed 
to sometimes. | 

Not infrequently our hydrant water con- 
tains a considerably increased proportion of 
organic matter which may be called partially 
oxydized sewage. The chief cause of that fact 
is the same here asin other similarly situated 
cities—namely: the neighborhood of an outer 


‘ barbor acting as a receptacie for a part of our 


sewage. That evil grows every year as our 
population and business increase. 

“Contrary to my former belief, sewage 
sometimes directly contaminates our water sup- 
ply. I bave been slow in comings to that con- 
clusion, but the evidedite is incontrovertible 
that out of 180 samples examined by me at 
least fourteen were sewage-poliuted. The 28th 
of August last our hydrants supplied us with 
an article hardly less f@ul than the Chicago 
River water. That was the most disgusting 
sample that ever came to my notice. It was a 
mine of putrefactive products and bacteria. 
Quite often doctors disagree; but if there is a 
point on which hygienists are unanimous it is 
the importance of preventing the poilution of 
drinking water by town sewage; therefore it is 
our duty to devise forthwith the means of im- 
proving the quality of our deteriorating water 


supply. 


As was to be expected, our suburbs are not 


better off than we are. I found sewage in two 
samples of Hyde Park water and in one from 
the Town of Lake pipes, the only three ex- 
amined by me from these sources.’ 

In submitting this supplemental report the 
committee express the belief that the source 
of the Chicago water supply, Lake Michigan, 
in ite natural condition, is such as should sat- 
isfy the most captious, and that no alarm need 
be feit for the ultimate satisfactory solution of 
the water question, except through the neg- 
ject or incapacity of those baving its manage- 
ment in charge; but the committee is unani- 
mous and unqualified in stating that, under 
existing circumstances, the water supply is 
frequently and for considerable periods of time 
dangerously contaminated. “That the river 


water and sewage have, on several different 


occasions since the 2d day of August last, 
reached the crib in an unbroken flow admits 
of no possible doubt. 

** River water and sewage in a partially di- 
luted state bave surrounded the crib during 
nearly the entire time covered by the investi- 
gations of your committee; and, were it not 
for the persistent officiai denials that such was 
the case, an apology for the attempt to demon- 
strate this to an intelligent community would 
be deemed more appropriate than offering 
proof of the tact.” 

The committee proposes a plan to divert the 
course of the North Branch of the Chicago Riv- 
er from Bowmanville tothe lake througu Lake 
View. This will do away with the Fullerton 
avenue conduit, and a lift-wheel at Bowman- 
ville wili supply the North Branch with clean 
water from the lake below that point. If the 
diversion of the water of the Deaplaines River 
across the divide near Norwood* Park and 
reaching the lake through the North Branch 
be carried out, and the course of the upper 
part of Salt Creek be similarly changed, all 
the watersheds affecting the city will be con- 
trolled so that no sewage need reach the lake. 
In this case the Despisines River could be used 
— a main drainage- channel to the Illinois

THE STATE FAIR. 
HOW THE GROUNDS LOOKED ON INSPECTION 
YESTERDAY. 

The fairgrounds yesterday were a vast 
wilderness of moving machinery, lowing cattle, 
and neighing horses. Large forces of men 
were hard at work preparing for the opening 
today. The recent rains have caused sad 
havoc in the roads, where the mud is six inches 
deep, and the track, which it bas been impossi- 
ble to roll. The track, however, is expected to 
be in good condition for the first race, which 
will take place tomorrow. Arthur Caton’s ex- 
hidit of horses from ‘his stock-farm at Joliet 
presented a fine appearance. His stallion Don 
Cossack and eleven colts sired by bim are com- 
fortably stabled in the east end of the park. 
Clydesdale and Norman borses were beginning 


to arrive in large numbers. The stall accom- 


modations will be ample, as sheds lave been 
erected which extend four-fifths of the distance 
around the edge of the park. Machinery and 
wagops were being rapidly set up by their ex- 
hibitérs, and by this afternoon will be in con- 
dition to be examined. The restaurants were 
still in a primitive age of existence. The 
object on the grounds which was the most 
complete was the beer stand just in front of 
the main entrance. The proprietor did quite a 
thriving trade even , „ and expects to 
reap a harvest during the week.

17, 1861, ia Company I, Sixty-first Illinois Vol- 
unteer Infantry, and was first discharged at 
Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 29, 1864, by reason of 
reönlist ing as a veteran per General Order No. 
191, series of 1863, War Department. My last 
discharge reads: **‘ Enrolled as veteran volun- 
teer March 1, 1864, and discharged at Nashville, 
Tenn., Sept. 8, 1865.“ My first introduction to 
the Rebels was at Shiloh, and I was never ab- 
sent from my company from date of -enlist- 
ment until I was discharged. 

Company I was the only company of the 
Sixty-first that was raised in Cook County. My 
father was recruiting officer, and was after- 
ward commissioned Lieutenant, but was com- 
peiled to resign on account of disability con- 
tracted by exposure in service. I have lived 
in Chicago ever since the War. I was cash- 
boy in Potter Paimer’s dry-goods store when I 
enlisted at the age of 12 years 11 months and 
15 days.

FECT OF JUDGE BAGBY’'S DECISION IN THE 
RECENT INTERESTING LIQUOR CASE. 
GALESBURG, IL, Sept. 12.—[Special. |—A pe- 

culiar contest has been raging in Oneida for 

the last three months over the election of a 


school Principal, two of the board being in 
favor of retaining the former Principal and 
two being opposed to him. The matter ter- 
minated by three resigning one evening this 
week, leaving only one in the board.

delivered to the express company. You are in- 
structed that if you believe from the evidence that 
the defendant at Knox County placed in the hands 
of the American Express Company intoxicating 
liquor in less quantities than one gallon, to be car- 
ried to Fulton County C. O. D.,“ upon an order 
given defendant by parties in Fulton County, and 
these (the parties in Fulton County) paid for said 
liquor to the express company in pursuance of

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their order, then such transaction is a sale in Knox 


County, and you will find the defendant not guilty 
as to such sales. 

The jury’s verdict was not guilty. It is 
claimed that this decision in effect gives every 
retail store here the power to wholesale liquor 
in less quantities than a gallon and places a 
large trade in the prohibition towns around 
here at the disposal of the retall dealers of this 
city, thus practically nullitying the attempts 
of officials in the small towns to put a stop to 
the traflic. ;

How to Discover a “Family Horse 


The Advertising and Auction- 
Room Swindles. 


Where Mest of the Animals in Use 


New York Times: There is a general belief 
that money will buy almost everything in «a 
great city, and that if the purchaser is li 
enough time may be annihſtated by a lavish 
outlay as readily as space by the ingenious use 
of the electric current. To & certain extent 
this belief ie well founded. In half a day a 


wealthy man could find a house that ne would 


like and choose bis furniture, and, by laying 
rugs instead of carpets, he might move into 
his new abode before sunset. In twenty-four 


hours he might match a rare stone, or be- 


come the possessor of a yacht, a raili- 
road, or even of a wife. But, if he is fond 
of riding or driving, or if he cares to set up an 
establishment, there is just one thing he will 
not succeed in getting except by the luckiest 
of chances. That one thing is a horse or a 
team. It matters not whether the intending 
buyer wants a fast nag or a family horse. a 
coach horse or a trotter; if he requires a 
sound, well-broken, and well-seasoned animal. 
no matter how much money be may be willing 
to expend, weeks may go by before he is suit- 
ed. The difficulty experienced by horsemen 
in obtaining satisfactory animals grows con- 
stantly greater, although every effort is made 
to have the supply of live stock keep pace with 
the demand. 
' (HE FAMILY HORSE. 

Of all horses the so-called family horse is the 
least readily discovered. The epithet applied 
to the noble beast is in many respects mis!cad- 
ing. To most people the term faniily horse 
suggests a venerable quadruped that would 
linger without tying under the elevated) rail- 
road and eat its dinner off the cowcatcher of a 
switch engine, In this case it is associated 
with no such contemptuous significance. It is 
simply taken to designate a thoroughly trained 
animal that will pot jump across the street 
when it is within twenty,,yards of a steam en- 
gine or describe a half-circie if its eye rests 
upon an ancient shoe in the roadway, or throw 
up its heels and alight astraddie of the shart if 
it has hed one day’s repose in the stable. 
Broken-down creatures, horses that are blind 
ofone eye or afflicted with total cecity, or 
aged brutes that the scourges of the 
Eumenides could not rouse into activity 
are numerous enough, but the good, 
serviceable 10 or 12 year old horse or 
mare, which has grown used to city noises and 
ways and retained its solid feet, is seldom if 
ever in the market. The reason is obvious, The 
man who has a prize of this sort, whether the 
occupant of a carriage or the driver of a ligut 
wagon, does not care to part with it. Occa- 
sionally one horse of a team meets with an ac- 
cident, and bis mate, whom it would cost as 
much to match, is offered for sale. Now and 
then, too, some wealthy individual who has had 
more horses in the country during the summer 
months than hecares to maintain throughout 
the winter, disposes of one or more of his sta- 
ble. But these cases are tew and far between. 
To illustrate their paucity it may be said that 
an advertisement in a daily newspaper, through 
which the advertiser sought a horse or mare, 
aged and not speedy, but sound aud well brok- 
en, and accustomed to the streets of New York, 
called forth exactly three answers. Only one 
of the three, it should be added, came near 
meeting the requirements of the advertiser. 
Hereupon the question arises, how does the 
would-be proprietor of a horse set about dis- 
covering one? It is with a view to imparting 
some information on this point that this article 
has been written. | 


~-- ADVERTISING SWINDLES. 

To advertise fora nag of the kind required 
is, ip truth, useless for adozen different. rea- 
sons; and to beed one out of every tin adver- 
tisements appearing regularly in certain news- 
papers is to run the risk of being badly swin- 
died. The advertisements of the character last 
referred to are printed every morning in the 
year. Their form varies, but the place of sale 
does not change. Sometimes the horse or 
horses are part of the estate of my late hus- 
band, well known to all drivers on the road: 
sometimes they are sold by the administrators 
of ‘**Roscius C. Brown, Esq., who perished in 
the late railway accident ’’; and often they be- 
long to some “manufacturing company 
which has just gone into bankruptcy. The 
wording matters not, however, for the 
purport is invariably the same. The rascals 
who are in this business either palm 
off upon the ignorant buyer horses that have 
been **‘ doctored up“ for the occasion; or else 
show one animal and palm off another upon the 
purchaser after the latter bas paid his money 
and is ready to depart. The mise en scéne of 
all these transactions is singularly elaborate, 
and more persons take a hand in the per- 
formance than would be supposed. Their 
methods, however, need not be deseribed 
minutely, as the reader of police news must 
have seen more than one account of a coun- 
tryman's experience in a den of the type 
alluded to. It would be thought that the re- 
peated exposure of these establishments would 
lead to their suppression, or at any rate to 
their avoidance. But nothing of the 
kind ocours, and every now and then 
some gentleman that ought to know 
better gathers a oonsiderable meas- 


4 ure of experience by locking fora bargain.“ 


Not many months ago a theatrical manager, 
well known to the East Side public, bought a 
$600 * trotter at a stable graced by the pres- 
ence of a personage well known to the police 
as The Widow's Son,“ and so called because 
when a customer is signaled he always appears 
attired in deep Mourning and wiping away the 
tears as he declares that he would not dream 
of sélling a family pet to a rude and unap- 
preciatiyve dealer. Before the sun went down 
the manager was glad to return the trotter, 
and devoutly thankful when he wrung) from 
its tender-bearted owner $400 out of the $600 
paid out afew hours previous. It is evident, 
from this statement of facts, that a gentleman 
is notlikely to set up an establishment by 
treading in Mr. ———’s footsteps. 

If no protection is afforded the purchaser 
who may be cozened by the alluring announce- 
ments of the advertising fraternity little more 
need be looked for if he try his fortune in the 
auction-room. Here, of course, swindling in 
the exact sense of the word is not practiced, 
but there is as slight a likelihood of the pur- 
chaser’s experiment fulfilling his arfticipations 
as in the places just described. Every auction- 


eer sells a horse with the understanding that 


the animal is warranted to accord with the 
printed or spoken description imparted to the 
buyers before the bidding commences. Every 
one, however, does not give the buyer’s opin- 
ion its full weight when the horse has been tried 
and found wanting. Sometimes the auctioneer 
constitutes himself the arbiter as to its condi- 
tion, and sometimes he reserves himself the 
right of appointing the veterinary surgeon or 
referee. In any case the purchaser is pretty 
well in the dark as to the qualities of the nag 
he leads away with him. The horse may be 
sound, or practically so, and free from vice 
for a day or two. With good food and little 
work he may present for weeks as good an ap- 
pearance as on the floor of the auction-room, 
and again it may happen that kind treatment 
and Httle exercise will develop his worst points. 
Come what may, he is rarely returnabie. In 
the opinion of many horsemen only one estab- 


lishment in the city secures the buyers all the 


advantages they can reasonably claim by al- 
lowing twenty-four or forty-eight hours to 
elapse after the sale before turning over its 
proceeds to the seller. If the buyer proves 


money. 
Without going. into details of warranty, con- 
cerning which whole books have been written, 
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All of them are, indeed, ** green ”’ 
borses—that is to say, animals that must be 
fed up and polished up by the buyer. Who 
also runs the risk of losing them by the mial- 
adies usually contracted through the change 
of climate, food, and drink. On the other 
hand, nearly all are sound and good-tempered, 
and their sale is conducted as an ordinary bus- 
mess transaction, and in almost all stables 
witbout any attempt at imposition further than 
an overcharge levied upon the unprofessional 
investor by the keen-eyed horseman. Pretzy 
nearly everybody buys horses at the Bull's 
Head, and the place is exclusively patronized 
by street-railway companies, express compan- 
ies, Uverymen, and private coachmen repre- 
senting their employers. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars is the average price demanded for 
a strong and good-sized bay horse or mare fit 
for use in a livery-stable, where a month’s ex- 
perience to a coupe will put him in excelient 
form; $600 will buy a decent team of the same 
description, and an excellent team of coach or 
T-cart borses will fetch from $750 to 81, 000, ac- 
cording to their shape and gait. The express 
companies buy horses by the drove and pay 
about $175 a head, while car companies make 
a bargain of the same sort, the prices rangmg 
from $10 more to $10 ess. As the large pur- 
chasers take the horses as they come from tue 
trains, they often find an animal or a team 
worth double the figure represented. If an 
“ outsider” happen upon anything of the sort, 
it may be imagined that he has to pay for it. 
To sum up the situation, it may be said that 
while purchases effected at the Bull's Head are 
often unsatisfactory, the horse not develop- 
ing either iu spirit or body as he ought to do, 
there is a probability that a passable horseman 
will be fairiy dealt with and better suited than 
it he looks elsewhere. That the lot of the am- 
ateur or even of the connoisseur in search of 
horseflesh is not altogether a happy one, how- 
ever, Ought to be apparent after a perusal of 


the foregoing. notes if a knowledge of the fact 


was not already in possession of the reader be- 
fore corning them.

And during 
a hundred almost consecutive performances 
she never thought of mastering ber emotions. 

The tragedian Beauvailet shed hot tears 
every night in the forest scene of King 
Lear. 


Susanne Reichemberg, the pearl of actresses, 
was ina sickly state every time Les Cor- 
beaux’’ was played—in the short mad scene. 

Mounet Sully has had real haliacinations in 
the frenzies of Orestes. — 

One evening I was free and went to see 
Aimée Tessandier in her dressing-room after 
the slee»-walking scene of Macbeth. I 
found her quite cold and still trembling. It 
was, however, the fiftieth performance of the 
great work. 

Finally, for my part, I have never played 
Phedre without fainting or spitting blood, and 
after the fourth scene of * Théodora,’’ in 
which I kill Marcellus, I am in such a state of 
nervousness that I go up to my dressmg-room 
sobbing. If I do not weep and have a nervous

PROSECUTING RAILWAY COMPANIES. 

The initial steps have been taken by the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners to 
bring several suits against the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul and the Manitoba Railroad 
Companies. The suits arise for violation of 
the law passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature requiring ali railroad companies domg 
business in the State to provide suitable wait- 
ing-rooms for the accommodation of passen- 
gers at all stations where the roads do busi- 
ness, The law uires that in all stations 
there shall

inbabitants and upwards there shall be sep- 


arate waitijg-rooms for men and women. The 
penalty for each offense is a fine of not less 
than nor more than $1,000, and the exist- 
ence of a station without the prescribed ac- 
commodations forthirty consecutive days is 
sufficient to constitute an offense. The law 
also prescribes that in case a suit is brought it 
shail be prosecuted on behalf of and by the 
State. All penalties collected shall be turned 
into the State Treasury. Numerous complaints 
have been received from people living at sta- 
tions along the two lines mentioned, and 
the Commissioners have investigated, and in 
all cases notified the companies that the law 
was not complied with. In response to the 
notification of the the com- 
panies have replied that such things 1 
tions of time, and there has been a general dis- 
position to pay no attention to the law.

The 
present suit was a bill fled by the Mortgage 
Company to foreclose three mortgages, one of 
August, 1872, given by Sperry as guardian for 
$175,000, another also by bim of April, 1873, 
for $70,000, and a third by H. G. Powers, 
Sperry’s successor, given in October, 1876, for 
$95,000 gold. and all secured on the property 
known as the Kingsbury estate. 

The Judge in deciding the case, after stating 
the above facts, said there were two principal 
questions involved, first as to whether the 
County Court bad power to authorize the ex- 
ecution of mortgages to secure money bor- 
rowed for making repairs and rebuilding, and 
secondly, whether the United States Mortgage 
Company could demand 10 per cent interest, it 
being a corporation of New York, where 7 per 
cent was the legal rate. The 


1872 of Illinois conferred certain speci- 
fied powers on County Courts over 
guardians and wards, and from 


that and the other statutes on the subject it 
was clear that a guardian under the direction 
of the court, and when the interest of the es- 
tate clearly seemed to require it, might lay out 
money in repairs and permanent improve- 
ments, might change real into personal prop- 
erty, and vice versa, and in short, might do 
what a prudent man would do in the manage- 
ment of his own affairs. The language of the 
statute of 1872, conferring the power to mort- 
gage was as unqualified as the language conterr- 
ing the power to lease and seil, it would seem 
that tho Legislature intended to confer upon 
the County Courts a general jurisdiction over 
guardians of infants and the management of 
their estates. The provisions of the statutes 
were not designed as a complete code, but 
were enacted to confer on the County Court 
power to appoint guardians and to regulate 
their conduct in accordance with their duties 
at common law. Where the statute did not 
prescribe rules the common law was left in 
force, Which was ample. 

The second point was as to the rate of inter- 
est. The United States Mortgage eng — 
was incorporated under the laws of New York 
in 1871, and the charter provided that no loan 
should be made at a rate of interest exceeding 
the legal rate, and it was claimed by the de- 
fense that the company could not demand more 
than 7 per cent interest, the legal rate in New 
York. Every country determined for itself what 
was a just compensation for the use and risk 
of money lent within its own territorial limits, 
and that rate varied in different places, ac- 
cording to the varying conditions affecting the 
value of money. At the time complainant's 
charter was passed other New York corpora- 
tions as wellas citizens of that State were at 
liberty to go into other States and loan their 
money at rates allowed by the local laws, and 
it was difficult to see why there should 
be aie different rule for the complain- 
ant company. Usury laws were 
having no extra-territorial effect, and each 
State might be safely trusted to determine 


what was a just compensation for the use of 
money within its own territorial limits, to 
protect its own citizens against avarice. The 


people of Illinois did not need the protection of 
the laws of New Yorkin that respect, and it 
could not be assumed without the most ex- 
plicit expressions that the New York Legisla- 
ture undertook to afford protection to citizens 
of Lllinois or es prevent one of its own 
corporations rom emp its vap- 
ital in other n terms 
less favorable than the laws 
of such other States allowed as just. But 
even admitting that the company violated its 
charter in respect to the rate of interest, the 
defendant could not eseape payment. The 
company performed its part or the contract, 
and common justice required that the other 
parties to the contract should not be per- 
mitted to escape performance of their part by 
vieading want of authority. It was for the 
State of New York to deai with the complain- 
ant if it nad violated its charter. Courts 
were not inclined to allow parties 
who had received the full benefit of 
ultra vires contracts to escape payment of 
sums justiy due from them under sbelter of a 
plea ot ultra vires. A deéree would. therefore, 
be entered in favor of the company. 


TWO BROTHERS, PARTNERS IN CARRIAGE 
BUILDING, HAVE A DISAGREEMENT. 
William C. Smith filed a bill in the Superior 
Court against his brother and partner in busi- 
ness, George K. Smith. The firm did business 
under the name of P. L. Smith & Co. at No. 24 
Van Buren street, as carriage manufacturers. 
The ag sets forth that the 
firm of L. Smith & Co. originally 
consisted of 3 two brothers, Philo L. Smith 
and George K. Smith. Philo L. Smith died in 
November, 1883, leaving his interest in the 
business to his mother and brothers and 
sisters, with the exception of K., his 
partner, who was exciuded from benefit of 
the will. It was orally agreed that the busi- 
ness should go on under the old name for the 
benefit of the legatees of the deceased part- 
ner, and William C., the complainant, was 
to come from New York for § the 
purpose of managing the business in 
their interest. The defendant, however, 
aiterwards repudiated this agree- 
ment, and claimed * entire business as sur- 
viving partner. Litigation ensued, and a com- 
promise was at length effected by which the 
legatees of Philo Smith were bought out for 
$5,000 and the oom plainauc and @efendant were 
to continue the business under the old name. 
The defendant exaggerated the liabilities of the 
firm to make the business appear of little 
value. but it is alleged that the actual obliga- 
tions did not exceed $13,000, while the interest 
of the deceased partner was worth $20,000. 
The orator complains that George K. has 
collected debts which he réfuses to account 
for, has excluded him from the premises and 
threatened him with personal violence, and has 
concealed and appropriated to his own use 
much of the property of the firm. The de- 
fendant is alleged to be an intemperate and 
profane man, totally unfit to nianage the busi- 
ness. The bill sets out many wrongtul acts on 
the defendant’s part, all ot which go to show 
that be still cherishes the idea that he is 
stilil the real owner of the whole 
concern as surviving partner, and intends 
to assert that claim by lawful or unlawful 
means. A full and strict accounting is prayed 
for and an injunction restrainimg the defend- 
ant from collecting debts or interfering with 
the business, for which a receiver is asked. 
Judge Shepard granted a stom yo injunc- 


tion.
